FROM WASHINGTON, 


Washington, June7.-—Mr. Frederick A.

Washington, June 7.—The Herald's

Notwithstanding the intimations of 


the British press, it is not the intention of 
our government to abandon or in any wise 
abate tho claims for damages to our com- 
merce by the Anglo-rebel pirates. The 
disbanding of n portion of the army is no 
evidence of a cowardly policy. Enough 
will be retained to enforce anj demand 
upon any foreign government, and if nec- 
essary tho veterans mustered out, can easi- 
ly be summoned back to the field. 


It is understood thut preliminajy mea- 


sr.res have already been taken in refer- 
ence to the enforcement of the Monroe 
Doctrine, and a notification served upon 
.Napoleon, that since we have settled our 
own family affairs we will not submit to 
European interference with those of our 
sick neighbor Mexico; and a very .-Jain 
intimation given, that Napoleon must not 
only not send mora troops into Mexico 
but must withdraw the French and Aus- 
trian troops now there, and leave tho peo- 
ple of Mexico to decide for themselves 
whether they will have an empire or re- 
public ; otherwise, it will become our du- 
ty to sea that tho republicans have fair 
play. 
™A°.aPPiiea,tion has been made by Cyrus: 
W. lield to tha Secretary of the Navy for 
the detail of the U. S. steamship Niagara 
to assist, m laying the Atlantic cable. As 
no official notification of the rescinding of 
the order that vessels of war of the United 
States shall not be permitted to remain 
more than twenty-four hours in any Eng- 
lish port, the request cannot be acceded 
to. The published information of the re- 
peal of the order excluding belligerent 
vessels from more than 24 hours stay in 
British ports concedes belligerent rights 
to the rebels yet, and admits the Shensn- 
doah to equal privileges with U. S. ves-els 
This is doubtless intended to enable the 
kheuandoah, the only rebel pirate now 
afloat, to get back to England from the 
Last Indies, where slio was at the last 
advices. 


It is not now probable that the trial of 


Jeff Davis will take place until September. 
The Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia in which the indictment was 
tound, will adjourn to morrow and there 
is at present, no prospect of a special term 
et the Court this summer.

miral Didelot is going out to relieve Ad- 
miral Basse, and will not be charged with 
any exceptional mission whatever, and 
will have no other powers than those held 
by his predecessor. 


The Paris Constitutional of the 26th, 


fays we learn that the Government of the 
United States has taken measures to re- 
press any attempt to effect illegal enlist- 
ments and put a stop to any proceedings 
undertaken with the object of preparing 
emigrant expeditions against Mexico, in 
violation of federal laws. Instruction* to 
:his effect have been forwarded from Wash- 
ington to the United States Attorney in 
New York, who at once took the necessary 
measures for the prompt execution of the 
same.

THE TBIAL OF THE ASSASSINS. 


Tli« C.mplUUy •/ Jeff. Davli lit l_e 


Murder *f Pr«it-ent Lincoln—Ex- 
tent of tb* Comiplracy Developed— 
The Reserved Te*tlmony. 


Sandford Conover testified as follows— 


I am a native of New York: have resided 
in Canada since October last; was con- 
scripted into the confederate army, and de- 
tailed to service in the war department of 
the confederacy, at, Richmond, 
under 


James A. Sedden, Secretary of War. 
While in Canada, was intimately acquaint- 
ed with O. N. Sanders, Jacob Thompson, 
Dr. Blackburn, Tucker, Wm. C. Cleary, 
Captain Castleman, Mr. Cameron, Porter 
field, Captain Magruder, and others. I 
also knew Clement C. Clay, and Gen. Car- 
roll, of Tennessee. I knew Mr. Suratt, al- 
so, and J. W. Booth, and visited these gen- 
tlemen in -Canada. Saw Suratt there on 
several occasions, last April, in Mr. Ja- 
cob Thompson's room ; also in company 
with George N. Sanders, and other rebels 
in Canada. 
Suratt is about five feet nine 


i«r ten inches high, a fair complexioned 
man with light hair. I saw him about 
the Gth or 7th of April, with Thompson, 
Sanders and Booth. At that time he de- 
livered to Thompson in his room in my 
presence, dispatches from Richmond, to 
Thompson, irom Benjamin and from Jef- 
ferson Davis; the latter cither a cipher 
dispatch or a letter. Benjamin was Sec- 
retary of State of the confederacy. 
Previ- 


ous to this, Thompson contented- with me 
upon the subject of a plot to assassinate 
President Lincoln and his cabinet, of which 
I gave notice before the assassination, in 
the_ New York Tribune, the paper for 
which I corresponded. I had been invit- 
ed by Mr. Thompson to participate in that 
enterprise. When Suratt delivered these 
dispatches from Davis, Thompson laid his 
hand upon the papers and said, referring 
to the assassination and the assent of the 
rebel authorities, " this makes the thing 
all right." The dispatches spoke of the 
persons to be assassinated ; Mr. Lincoln, 
Mr. Johnson, the Secretary of War, the 
Secretary of State, Judge Chase and Gen- 
eral Grant. Mr. Thompson said on that 
occasion, or on the day before that inter- 
view, that the assassination proposed, 
would leave the Government of the Unit- 
ed States entirely without a head ; that 
there was no provision in the Constitution 
of the United States by which they could 
elect anather President. Mr. Welles was 
also named, but Mr. Thompson said it was 
not worth while to kill him; he was of no 
consequence. 


My first interview with Thompson on 


this iubject of the assassination was in 
the early part of last February, in Thomp- 
son's room in St. Lawrence Hall, Mon- 
treal. He then spoke of a raid on Ogdens- 
burg, New York. It was abandoned, but 
that was because the United States Gov- 
ernment received information of it. lie 
said that he would have to drop it for a 
time, but added, " We'll catch them asleep 
yet," and to me he said, " There is a bet- 
ter opportunity to immortalize yourself, 
and save your country," meaning the con- 
federacy. 
I told them I was ready to do 


anything to save the country, and asked 
them what was to be done. He said, 
"Some of our boys are going to play a 
grand joke on Abe and Andy," which he 
said was to kill them; his words were " re- 
move them from office ; and he said that 
the killing of a tyrant was not murder; 
/Jutt he had commission* for this work 
from the rebel authorities,"and conferred 
one on Booth, or would confer one; that 
everybody engaged in this enterprise 
would be commissioned, and if they es- 
caped to Canada they could not be success- 
fully claimed under the Extradition Trea- 
ty. I know that Thompson and others 
held these commissions in blank. They 
commissioned Bennett Young, the St. Al- 
bans raider. It was a blank commission 
filled up and conferred by Mr. Clay. As 
it came to them from Richmond it was on- 
ly signed " James A. Seddon, Secretary of 
War." 
Mr. Thompson called me to ex- 


amine these blanks so that I might testify 
to the genuineness of Seddon'g signature 
in the case of Bennett Young, before 
Judge Smith. The signature was genu 
me. In a subsequent. conversation, after 
the first referred to in February, Thomp- 
son told me that Booth had been commis- 
sioned, and every man who would engage 
in it would be. I had a conversation with 
Wm. C. Cleary, on the day before, or the 
day of the assassination, at St. Lawrence 
Hall. We were ipeaking of the rejoicing 
in the States over the surrender of Lee and 
the capture of Richmond. Cleary said 
they would have the laugh on the other 
side of the mouth in a day or two. I 
think this was the day before the assas- 
sination. He knew I was in the secret of 
the conspiracy. It was to that he referred. 
Tlie assassination teas spoken of amontjus 
commonly as the weather. 


Before that, Sanders asked me if I knew 


Booth very well, and expressed some ap- 
prehension that Booth would make a fizzle 
of it, that he was desperate and reckless, 
and he was afraid the whole thing would 
be a failure. 
I communicated to the Iri- 


bune the intended raid on St. Albans and 
the proposed assassination of the Presi- 
dent ; but they refused to publish the let- 
ter. 
I did this in March last, as to the 


President's assassination; also in Februa- 
ry, I think; certainly before the 4th of 
March. 
Surratt delivered the dispatches 


in Thompson's room four or five days be- 
fore the assassination. 
The whole conver- 


sation showed that Surratt was one of the 
conspirators to take the President's life. 
That was the substance of the conversa- 
tion. 
It was also understood that there 


was plenty of money when there was anv 
thing to be done. 
The conversation inti- 


mated that Surratt had, a very few days 
before, left Richmond—that he was "just 
from Richmond." 
: 


When I was in Canada, I was a oorres 


pondent for the Tribune, and received .no 
compensation except from the Tribune. I 
have not received one cent from our own 
Government, nor the promise. 


They never supposed I was the corres- 


pondent for any paper; I only said I was 
seeking items." They supposed I was a 
rebel, and I was in their confidence. The 
proposed Ogdensburg raid was printed in 
the Tribune. I did not communicate this 
matter directly to the Government, for the 
reasen that I supposed the communication 
m the Tribune would be seen by the Gov- 
ernment officials, and I did not choose to 
have the information go to the Government 
directly from me. I requested Mr. Gay «f 
the Tribune, to give the information to the 
Government, and I believe he did so. I 
saw Surratt in Canada three or four days 
in •accession in April last. I had con- 
versation with him personally, about Rich- 
mond. I was introduced to him by San- 
dew. I was expected to participate with 
these rebels in the raid on Ogdensburg. I 
never received any pay from them for any 
•ervioM. .1 heard the capture of the Presi- 
dent talked oi in February. When Mr. 
Th^ipson first suggested the assassination 
to me, _I asked him if it would meet the ap- 
probation of the government at Richmond • 
he caid he thought it would, but he would

You know that Gov. Brown of Georgia 


has been released from the Old Capitol, 
and is at large. lie is not at all reticent, 
but converses freely in regard to his posi- 
tion and the prospects of the South. 
The 


Governor is a swarthy, dark-complexion- 
ed man, about six feet in height, long 
black hair, broad forehead, sunken eve 
and cheeks, sharp features, face clean 
shaved and apparently about fifty years of 
age—but really only forty-five, the differ- 
ence being credited to the anxiety and 
rough experience of the last five years. 
His appearance is decidedly Southern; but 
his manners are bland and he is as docile 
as though he had never believed in the 
heresy of State Sovereignty.

earnestly that the game is up; the sword 
has settled the questions which the ballot 
could not settle satisfactorily, and now it 
is the duty of Southerners to accept the 
new order of things and adapt themselves 
to it as soon as possible. lie announces 
his own determination to do so, and says, 
with a laugh, that even he may yet come 
to adopt the Northern views of Slavery 
and labor.

Boyco of South Carolina is 
also here, besides many others prominent- 
ly identified with the Rebellion in most of 
the Southern States, and the President, 
after personal conferences with him, is 
himself deciding the question whether it 
is expedient to permit them to go at 
large.— Washington Letter. 


SELECTING Cows.—First, I get a broad- 


side view of the animal, at a distance of 
about two rods, as I have noticed for years 
that there was great similarity in the gen- 
eral proportions of all first class milkers ; 
being very small in girth just back of 
their forward legs as compared with the 
girth just forward of the hips. I have 
never known a first rate milker, of any 
breed, not thus proportioned; so that if 
this form is wanting in an animal I have 
recommended to me, I do not care to look 
at her more, unless I want a breeder for 
some other purpose than the dairy. For 
breeding t,xen I should want a cow of re- 
verse proportions, i. <•., larger girth for- 
ward. 


I next feel the size of the " milk veins," 


and trace them to their entrance into the 
chest, which, in superior cows, are large, 
admitting the ball of the largest finder; 
if divided, or subdivided, as is sometimes 
the case, I judge of the size of each ori- 
fice, as I care less for the size of the vein 
itself, than the orifice. Next, I examine 
by_6ight and touch, the udder, or bag, 
which must be capacious in order to hold 
much milk, with teats ride apart and free 
from large seed warts or sores of any 
kind; I then inquire how long she goes 
dry before calving, as I don't want a fam- 
ily cow to give milk less than 40 weeks 
out of every 52 ; also as to the quality of 
the milk : and to close, I milk her with 
my own hands.— Vermonter, in Mich. 
Rural. 


How TO GROH- CABBAGES.—We invite 


every reader to note this little item, and 
try the experiment for himself, whieh en- 
ables John Chinaman to conquer the worms 
that eat up his cabbage plants. Col. Fish- 
er, in his "Three Years' Service in China," 
says: 


" I saw a man once who had a plot of 


ground in which he was going to plant 
out some cabbages. He knew there was 
beetles and other insects in the ground 
which would eat them; so, when all was 
ready, hn put bits of cabbage leaf, about 
two feet apart, all over the plat, placing a 
stone on eaeh to keep it from being blown 
away. 
He left them for a time, and then 


visited them at intervals, finding insects 
at work on them each time. These he 
killed, removing carefully the remains for 
fear of scaring away their brethren. 
At 


last, when he could catch no more, he 
planted out his zabbage. All this I saw 
done with my own eyes, and the good 
man seemed to think there was nothing 
unusual in it, but that it was the most 
natural way in the world of securing the 
safety of his vegetables at the cost of a 
few cabbage leaves."
